She is a woman of strong mind and linn 
i nerve, and sle- has seemed to conceal 
! her feelings instead of displaying the 
deep gri-f and torture of spirit that are 
consuming her. 

With the devoiioii of | true wife she 
refuses to believe that her husband was 
guilty of any of the crimes charged 
against him. She says that on the night 
of the robbery of the express car near 
Marshtield. her husband was in bed w it Ii 
her at Windsor, fanad a. This, however, 
Anderson failed to prove when his case 
was before the Canadian courts for ex- 
tradition. 

Mrs. Anderson also denies, w e are in- 
formed, t hat her husband was engaged 
in the Clinton county, Iowa, safe rob- 
bery, although he vva- arrested lor the 
mile, incarcerated in prison, ami only 
escaped the penitent iarv by breaking 
jail. 

Mrs. Anderson says that her husband 
had M money, she declared they lived 
in very humble circumstances in Canada 
and elsewhere. It is possible she may 
tell the truth about these matters, but 
that Anderson was a daring and most 
sin-eessful robber cannot lie doubted. 
The evidence of this fact is at hand on 
all sides. Anderson acknowledged his 
complicity in the express roblicry. and 
a number of daring burglaries, to an at- 
torney he sought to employ at l>etroit. 
Frank Heno ack now lodged that Ander- 
son was a confederate with him, and 
Simeon Heno, several times l>efore the 
extradition, staled that Anderson was a 
sh rew d. daring and very MMMMeW bur- 
glar. 

It is but natural, however, for Mrs. 
Anderson to seek to cover the misdeeds 
of her husband. We cannot repress our 
admiration for the vv oiuau w ho has stood 
as faithful as she has through so terrible 
a calamity as has befallen her. lim ing 
her stay in New Albany she conducted 
herself with the greatest propriety, all 
her thoughts and MMMag seemingly 
directed to the escape of her husband 
from conviction. She was not prostrated 
by the sudden and fearful blow that sent 
her husband into eternity without a 
moment's time for the utterance of a 
pray er for mercy , but bore up under ihe 
crushing calamity v. ith a most noble and 
wonderful fortitude.
